Leaders in Chicago’s Filipi- 
no-American community 
are organizing fundraisers 
to help in the aftermath of 
super typhoon Haiyan. 

Donations will be col- 
lected starting at 6 p.m. 
Monday at Allegretti’s Piz- 
zeria, 933 E. Oakton St. in 
Des Plaines, said the Mid- 
west regional coordinator 
for the National Alliance 
for Filipino Concerns, 
Nerissa Allegretti, whose 
family owns the restaurant. 

Allegretti, who said she 
lived in the Philippines for 
20 years doing service work 
and still has friends and 
family there, said any mon- 
ey collected will go toward 
a disaster relief fund start- 
ed by the National Alliance 
for Filipino Concerns. 

Later this week, all food 
purchases at a 11:30 a.m.- 
3:30 p.m. Friday luncheon 
at Sunda, no W. Illinois 
St., are expected to go to 
the Philippine Red Cross, 
said Leo Herrera-Lim, the 
consul general of the Phil- 
ippines in Chicago. 

Billy Dec, who owns 
Sunda, is of Filipino de- 
scent. 

Herrera-Lim, who said 
Illinois hosts the third- 
largest population of Fili- 
pinos in the U.S., about 
140,000, said offering sup- 
port is crucial as those re- 
building the country after 
the typhoon face a “long 
haul.” 

Some local churches 
also are organizing col- 
lections for relief efforts. 
Before the Sunday eve- 
ning Mass at Transfigura- 
tion of Our Lord Church 
in Ravenswood began, the 
Rev. Jose Fernando Zuleta 
announced that a second 
collection would be taken 
next week to support ty- 
phoon victims. 
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Philippines scrambling 
to address typhoon’s 
gruesome aftermath

TACLOBAN, Philippines Rescue workers strug- 
gled to reach ravaged towns and villages in the 
central Philippines on Monday as they tried to 
deliver aid to survivors of a powerful typhoon 
that killed an estimated 10,000 people and dis- 
placed more than 600,000. 

The United Nations said some survivors had 
no food, water or medicine. Relief operations 
were hampered because roads, airports and 
bridges had been destroyed or were covered in 
wreckage, it said. 

President Benigno Aquino, facing one of the 
biggest challenges of his three-year rule, de- 
ployed soldiers to the devastated city of Taclo- 
ban to quell looting and said he might impose 
martial law or a state of emergency to ensure 
security 

Super typhoon Haiyan destroyed about 70 
to 80 percent of structures in its path as it tore 
through Leyte province on Friday police chief 
superintendent Elmer Soria said. After weaken- 
ing, the storm headed west toward Vietnam. 

Huge waves from one of the strongest storms 
ever recorded swept away coastal villages. Some 
officials likened the destruction to the 2004 In- 
dian Ocean tsunami. 

“From a helicopter, you can see the extent of 
devastation. From the shore and moving a kilo- 
meter inland, there are no structures standing. 
It was like a tsunami,” said Interior Secretary 
Manuel Roxas, who was in Tacloban, Leyte’s 
capital, before the typhoon struck. 

“I don’t knowhow to describe what I saw It’s 
horrific,” Roxas said. 

The Philippine government and disaster 
agency have not confirmed the latest estimate 
of the number of deaths from the storm, whose 
sustained winds reached 195 mph with gusts of 
up to 235 mph. 

Soria, quoting local officials, said the esti- 
mated death toll so far was 10,000. That could 


climb once rescuers reach remote villages along 
the coast. 

Nearly 620,000 people were displaced and 
9.5 million “affected” across nine regions, the 
U.N.’s Office for the Coordination of Humani- 
tarian Affairs said in a statement. Local officials 
observed one mass grave of between 300 to 500 
bodies in one area ofTacloban alone, it added. 

About 300 people died in neighboring Samar 
province, said an official of the provincial disas- 
ter agency 

Across Tacloban, men, women and children 
walked carefully over splintered remains of 
wooden houses, searching for missing loved 
ones and belongings. Not one building seems 
to have escaped damage in the coastal city of 
220,000 people, about 360 miles southeast of 
Manila. 

Witnesses and officials described chaotic 
scenes. The city and nearby villages were flood- 
ed, leaving floating bodies and roads choked 
with debris from fallen trees, tangled power 
lines and flattened homes. 

Survivors waited in lines for handouts of rice 
and water. Some sat and stared, covering their 
faces with rags to keep out the smell of the 
dead from one of the worst disasters to hit the 
typhoon-prone Southeast Asian nation. 

One woman, eight months pregnant, de- 
scribed through tears how her ii family mem- 
bers had vanished, including two daughters. 
“I can’t think right now,” she said. “I am over- 
whelmed.” 

About 90 US. Marines and sailors headed to 
the Philippines in a first wave of promised mili- 
tary assistance for relief efforts, US. officials 
said. President Obama said the United States 
was ready to provide additional aid. 

US. aid groups also launched a multimiUion- 
dollar relief campaign. One group. World Vi- 
sion, said a shipment of blankets and plastic tar- 
paulins would arrive from Germany on Monday 
as a first step in its plan to help 400,000 people. 

An official of World Vision based in Cebu 
Province said there were early reports that as 
much as 90 percent of northern Cebu had been 
destroyed. An aid team from Oxfam reported 


“utter destruction” in the northern-most tip of 
Cebu, the charity said. 

The UN. children’s agency UNICEF, said it 
was rushing emergency supplies to the Philip- 
pines. 

“Reaching the worst affected areas is very 
difficult, with limited access due to the damage 
caused by the typhoon to infrastructure and 
communications,” UNICEF Philippines Rep- 
resentative Tomoo Hozumi said in a statement. 

Most of the storm deaths appeared to have 
been caused by surging sea water strewn with 
debris that many said resembled a tsunami. 
Tacloban lies in a cove where the seawater nar- 
rows, making it susceptible to storm surges. 

Aquino said the government had deployed 
300 soldiers and police to restore order in Ta- 
cloban. Looters rampaged through several 
stores in the city witnesses said. A TV station 


said ATM machines were broken open. Mobs 
attacked trucks loaded with food, tents and wa- 
ter onTanauan bridge in Leyte, Philippine Red 
Cross chairman Richard Gordon said. 

“Tonight, a column of armoured vehicles 
will be arriving in Tacloban to show the govern- 
ment’s resolve and to stop this looting,” Aquino 
said Sunday 

Aquino has shown exasperation at conflict- 
ing reports on damage and deaths. One TV 
network quoted him as telling the head of the 
disaster agency that he was running out of pa- 
tience. 

“How can you beat that typhoon?’ ” said 
defense chief Voltaire Gazmin, when asked 
whether the government had been ill-prepared. 
“It’s the strongest on Earth. We’ve done every- 
thing we can, we had lots of preparation. It’s a 
lesson for us.”

A bus carrying about 40 activists, local his- 
tory buffs and visitors from across the country 
weaved its way through the South Side on Sun- 
day as part of a tour marking five years since 
President Obama’s election. 

The one-time tour organized by Forgotten 
Chicago featured places that shaped Obama’s 
life and included discussions with people who 
had encountered Obama when he was a young 
man working as a community organizer. 

The tour started with a ride past the Chase 
Tower in the Loop, where Obama and Mi- 
chelle Robinson met in 1989. 

Next stop was AItgeld Gardens, where 
Cheryl Johnson told of how a young Obama 
had trouble breaking in. 

‘AItgeld didn’t really accept outsiders, and 
he was considered an outsider,” said Johnson, 
whose late mother. Hazel Johnson, worked 
with Obama on infrastructure issues at AIt- 
geld. It was Johnson’s mother who helped 
bring Obama into the community she said. 


“He used to come to our house, he used to 
sit at our kitchen table,” Johnson said. “He had 
such charisma with the community and he al- 
ways was a laid-back person.” 

The bus then crawled through the Pullman 
Historic District and Roseland, communities 
where Obama was also active as an organizer, 
before moving on to Hyde Park. 

Eve Moore, 79, flew to Chicago from Hun- 
tington Beach, Calif, after she learned about 
the tour from a friend. 

“I said, that sounds fascinating,” Moore said. 

Jacob Kaplan, an editor and co-founder of 
Forgotten Chicago, which works to document 
and raise awareness about little-known parts 
of the city said the organization wanted to 
commemorate Obama’s election and connect 
with those who knew him “while we still have 
a lot of the people alive with us today” 

“People are going to look back 100 years 
and say what an incredible story it was, and of 
course it all started here in Chicago,” Kaplan 
said.
